DIOCESE OF ARMAGH. 



1. The Registry is situated in the city of Armagh, in a building the property of the Lord Primate, ■which is used 
exclusively for that purpose : it is fire-proof. 

2. John George William Brydges and George Scott are joint Registrars. Mr. Brydges resides in England, and 
is not a public notary : is not a clergyman. Mr. Scott resides in Armagh : he is a public notary ; is not a 
clergyman. Their joint appointment is dated 25th April 1828. 

3. The name of the Deputy Registrar is Robert Riddall. He resides in Armagh. Date of appointment, 
28d October 1834. He is a public notary. He is not a clergyman. 

4. The name of the Apparitor is Charles ICeys. Place of residence, Armagh. Date of appointment, 15th August 
1822. He is at present lessee and collector of tolls and customs of a portion of the Borough markets; but this 
employment is not of a permanent nature, and he has no other business or employment. 

5. There is not a distinct Seal Keeper. The Surrogate Registrar or Deputy Registrar have always had charge of 
the seals, and used them when necessary. 

6. The name of the Vicar General is Joseph Radcliff, ll.d., q.c. His place of residence is Dublin. Date of his 
appointment, 23d October 1848. He is not a clergyman. 

7. Names of Surrogates : 

The Rev. Alexander Irwin, Clerk, Armagh. He holds a commission, enabling him to hear causes. 

The Rev. James M. H. Strangways, Clerk, Armagh. He holds a commission enabling him to hear causes. 

The Rev. James Hogan, Clerk, Armagh. Only empowered by his commission to issue marriage licences, as 
are all the other Surrogates whose names follow.

All the records and books are deposited in a 
spacious room (set apart for that purpose), and kept locked up in wainscot presses ; hut it cannot be said that the apart- 
ment is fire-proof, not being arched over. In all other respects the room is very secure, and well ventilated.

Return from the Registry of the Consistorial and Metropolitical Court of the Dioceses of 
Dublin and Glandelagh. 



Offices.— The offices are situate in the Public Record Building in Henrietta-street, Dublin, and were fitted up by the 
Board of Works. There i 3 a fire-proofroom attached to the offices, wherein all original documents are kept. 

Registrar John Samuels, Notary Public, Seafield House, Kingstown; appointed Deputy Registrar in July 1825, and 

Principal Registrar under commission from his Grace the Archbishop of Dublin in December 1850, which appointment was 
confirmed under seal, by the Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral Churches of St. Patrick and Christ Church, Dublin. 
Previous to his appointment as Deputy, he had discharged the duties of the office as principal assistant from the month of 
January 1817. 

Deputy Registrar.— John Hasler Samuels, a.b., Notary Public, Willow Dale, Glenageary, Kingstown; appointed by the 
Registrar pursuant to powers granted by his commission, dated 8th August 1851, by nomination under hand and seal, which 
nomination was approved of and confirmed under hand and archi episcopal seal of his Grace the Archbishop of Dublin. 
The Deputy had previously discharged the duties of the office under the sanction and with the approbation of the Archbishop 
and the Vicar General and Chancellor of the Dioceses, from the year 1846. 



Apparitor— The Apparitor died some time prior to tlie passing of the Probate and Administration Act, by which the 
testamentary jurisdiction of the Court was abolished ; and no successor has been appointed by the Vicar General and 
Chuncellor, with whom the appointment lies. 

Seal Keeper.— The Vicar General and Chancellor has the custody of the seal. 

Vicar General und Chancellor— Joseph Radcliff, Esq., Doctor of Laws, Queen’s Counsel, No. 51, Upper Mount-street, 
Dublin* appointed by commission under hand and archiepiscopal seal of the Archbishop, 29th July 1843, which commission 
Was duly confirmed under seal of the Dean and Chapter of the Cathedral Churches of St. Patrick and Christ’s Church, 
Dublin. 



Principal Surrogate— George Battersby, Esq., ll.d., Queen’s Counsel, No. 20, Leeson-street, Dublin. His commission 
as Surrogate does not empower him to hear causes, but a special commission was granted to him to hear causes depending 
in Court. In addition to which appointment, the Rev. Hugh Galbraith, Glebe Houae, Rathdrum ; the Rev. William Gilbert, 
■Ormsby, Glebe, Arklow; the Rev. John O’Regan, Glebe, Dunlavin ; the Rev. Thomas Francis Greene, Kilrenelagh, 
Baltinglass ; and the Rev. Henry MacDonnell, Athy, hold commissions to grant marriage licences in their several districts. 

Proctors now Practising. Arthur Ormsby, Notary Public, Henrietta-street, Dublin, and Watliam, Black Rock ; Joseph 

Stock LL.D., Notary Public, Henrietta-street, and Fitzwilliam-square, Dublin; Robert Staples Swift, Notary Public, Hen- 
rietta-street Dublin, and Kingstown, County Dublin ; Thomas Hamilton, Notary Public, Henrietta-street, Dublin ; Thomits 
Worthington, Notary Public, South Frederick-street, Dublin, and Thank Hill, County Dublin, and Arthur Samuels, hotary 
Public, Henrietta-street, Dublin, and Dundrum, County Dublin, all were articled Clerks to Proctors, or to the Deputy 
Registrar of the Prerogative Court. They have been all admitted Solicitors since the abolition of the testamentary 
jurisdiction of the Court of Prerogative.
